Aa  a  gaoaial  thing,  however,  he  takee  very 
aaarfbia  riaws  of  moat  of  tha  pablie  qoeta 
tiona.  Ha  is* rarely  or  never  carried  away 
by  valUtf ,  ^laaa,  or  o^KiM^^^abifin^aBatoly 
faa  eoaHMi  aMhaa  vrith  aiaat  a(  tba  aM 
bars — but  brings  to  tbe  debate  a  clear  jadg- 
aaa^  «*U  aelaoted  langnage,  and  a  oalm, 
aalfipeassmed  manner  that  makaa  him  an 
over-match  in  argument  for  any  of  hia  eppo 
oanta.  Ha  is,  in  faat,  tha  only  member  in 
lha  Hadaa  wba  la  at  all  tfispabla  of  wtoUiog 
tha  potent  rod  of  satire,  and  is  wifhal  the 
atost  ooatteoos  in  his  ntannar  of  debate. 

Tba  Daatar  is,  bowevar,  raihar  anaijt'^ 
ayatbatie.

Pnnotnal 
and  even  painstaking,  yet  be  is  nevertheleao, 
tbroogh  tha  want  of  enthusiasm,  and  proba 
bUy  afa  Uttla  vanity  and  ambition,  oartailed 
■bUffially  in  hia  sphatt  Of  aaslbiaeas.  Of 
mmm,  aa  far  there  has  boon  notbin|^^^< 
aalfy  la  Hia  eolony  to  inspire  pablie  Mw  irlUi 
a  legitimate  ambiUon,  bat  muoh  of  fbli''lit« 
tlaaaes  ie  aadoobtedly  daa  to  the  {iMiMetit 
lagMatloD.  Dr.  Halmekaa  is,  howeVar,  net 
exactly  the  man  to  niter  very  materially  tbe 
preeent  state  of  things,  or  qhalk  oa| ,  a  nsiw 
Haa  oif  aaloaial  polioy.

Oar  plan  of  battle  waa  a  continuation  of 
that  of  tbe  l&th,  in  pressing  the  advantage 
gained  on  the  ooemy'a  left.

A  withering  fire  of  musketry  and  oannister 
opened  on  tham,  whiob  aaittad  thom  to 
waver  more  than  onoe :  bat  tbay  still  pres- 
sed •A  a|ribHii»l^,h»lf  al%l  abat  whan  the 
atj«ihy'#ir#«MMe%i»  (Madlr(it«f  <wr  b>M, 
in  order  to  return  the  fire  more  efleotually, 
came  to  a  halt->longer,  perhaps,  than  any 
other  troops  ever  remained  in  such  a  posi- 
tion. They  xtood  and  fired  fait  and  heavy, 
bat  they  could  not  ramaiu  there,  and  in  tbte 
few  giving  way  and  fleeing  in  confusion,  the 
whole  line  staggered.

In  the  face  of  the  fire  they  advanced 
steadily.  Tbe  colored  troops  vied  with  the 
white  in  the  persistent  ene^y  with  which 
they  forced  thair>  iftty-  top.  lliompeon's  men 
iu  endeavwKag  ta  pass  aronod  to  tbelafkmet 
a  terrible  flank  nra,  wbieb  eonfnaed  tbeir 
ranks.  At  tUs  janatora  lha  brava  Colonel 
Post  was  ttfartally  wounded.  In  a  moment 
all  order  was  lost,  and  our  man,  whose  con 
doct  immortelisrd  them,  marched  back 
bleeding  to  the  line  from  whence  they  re 
treated.
